In a personal interview, the duphcate copy 6f the Form is removed and given 
to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at ^ie conclusion of the. interview, In the case of a telephonic interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence 
address either with or prior to the next officiafocommunication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other circumstances 
dictate, the Form should be^ matted promptly after the telephpnic interview rather than with the next official communication.

Examiner to Check for Accuracy

examiner during the interview. If there is an inaccuracy and it bears directly on the question of patentability, it should bo pointed out in the next Office letter If the 
claims are allowable fo> other reasons of record, the examiner shouJd send a letter setting forth his or her version o* the statement attributed to him. If the record is 
complete and acCUrate^the examiner should place the indication "Interview record OK" on the paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and 
the examiner's initials. 
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
